for the County, Riding, or Divifion where fuch Regiftry fhall be, in open Sef. 
fions, either by the Perfon himfelf whofe Name and Eftate fhall be fo Regiftred, 
or by his’ Attorney or Attorneys, thereunto Lawfuliy Authorized by Warrant of 
‘Attorney under his Hand and Seal, Executed by him in the Prefence of Two 
-or more Witnefles, Two of which Witneffes at the leaft fhall make Proof of 
fuch Execution upon their Oaths at the Quarter-Seffions where fuch Name thall 
be Subfcribed or Regiftry produced ; and the Juftices of the faid Court of Quar- 
ter-Seffions, are hereby Impowered and Required to Examine fuch Witnefles u- 
pon Oath for that Purpofe ; and Two of the Juftices of the Peace then prefent 
fhall Subicribe their Name to every fuch Entry which fhall be fo made before 
them, as Witnefies that the fame was duly made, as aforefaid; and in Default 
thereof, each of the faid Juftices then prefent fhall-Forfeit Twenty Pounds to the 
King.

Wye’s Letter verbatim, London, Dec. 19, 1723. 


a pes Day was publifhed the Treaty of Alliance concluded at Petersburg 
the 12th of September O.S. Between the Emperor of Great Ruffia and the 
Sophi of Perfia, by his Plenipotentiary Ifmael Beeg, by Virtue of which, his 
Ruffian Imperial Majefty promifes to the Perfian King his Affiftance againft the 
Rebels; and in Order to reeftablifh him in his Dominions, his Imperial Majefty 
engages himfelf to fend. as foon.as poffible, a confiderable Body of Foot and 
Horfe to a& againft the faid Rebels, and promifes to take for his own Enemies, 
all thofe that are Enemies to the Perfian Empire, and that he will look upon 
thofe who are in Amity with Perfia as his own Friends, which the King of Perfiz 
promifes folemnly to obferve ; likewife, with RefpeG to his Czarifh Majefty’s 
_Enemies, and to yield for ever to him and the Ruffian Empire the Cities of Der- 
bent and Baku, with all the Countries bordering on the Cafpian Sea: Alfo the 
Provinces of Gilland, Mifondray and Aftrabat; and obliges himfelf (in Cafe 2 
fufficient Number of Horfes cannot be found in the aforemention’d Countries 
requifite for the Ruffian Cavalry, Artillery, Baggage and Provifions, to furnifh 
‘as many as they fhall want, at the Rate of 12 Rubles a Head. 

By Virtue of the aforefaid Treaty, the Subjects on both Sides may freely, and 
without being molefted, pafg and repaf$ into each Dominion, to fettle and trade
